American Ships Torpedoed, II. S. Gunners Are Missing 


ALLIES WANT AMERICAN 
TROOPS SENT AT ONCE 
TO EUROPEAN TRENCHES 


WASHINGTON, D. 
C, 


April 30.—One thousand sur- 
geons, wearing American uni- 
form and dispatched as a 
military unit, Will be the first 
United States expeditionary 
force to be sent to the Euro- 
pean battlefields, the wax de- 
partment announced this af- 
ternoon. 


WASHINGTON, D. 0., April 


30.—It will be only a matter of a 
few days before United States 
militia units now mobilized in this 
country are on their way to the 
European front, and less than six 
weeks before they are factually 
embattled with the Germans on 
the European front, if the allies' 
urgent recommendations to the 
American government today meet 
the approval of the administra- 
tion. 


It became known today that the 


allies want American troops in 
batches of several hundred to go 
at once to Europe aboard every 
ship that sails. 


This will obviate necessity for 


the concentration of enonnc 
masses of men in one place and 
the supplying of food and muni- 
tions ships to cany them. 


The allies want mobilized na- 


tional guard units which were at 
the border because they feel these 
men were equipped by their bor- 
der work to go at once to the 
western front and train within 


sound of the big guns so they will 
be tempered for battle in not long 
er than five weeks. 


These American .troops, the al- 


lies have assured this government 
will not be used 
with 
French, 


English, Russian, Indian or other 
troops, but will flglit as American 
units—under their own. colors. 


The allies' recommendations to- 


day were intended to wean this 
country away from the idea that 
before American troops go abroad 
they must be trained 
here for 


months. They pointed to the fail- 
ure of the one and one-half years 
training system of Canada.

The beet is a hardy vege- 


table of wide distribution and 
Is almost unversally used. 
A sandy or gravelly loam, 
well enriched and one which 
is warm, is best adapted to 
beet culture. 
Cold retentive 


soils do not yield good results. 


Beet seed can be sown as 


early as lettuce. For the 
reason that the seed are slow 
in germination, lettuce seed 
are generally mixed with the 
beet seed. The seed is sown 
in a cultivation bed. Just as 
soon as the plants reach a 
height of 2 inches above the 
surface of the soil they may be 
transplanted.

that what he. says is, in part produced 'below and commended to 
the prayerful consideration of every citizen. To tivo things would 
we direct particular attention, his declaration that there was no un- 
due haste, nor deliberate forcing of the war for selfish reasons; 
those who are -wisest and 'best informed among us, those <whose sol- 
emn and'sworn obligation it is to direct, have declared war inescap- 
able and it is the obligation of all to accept the situation and each one. 
nnquestioningly contribute according to his power to bring victory. 


"Reverend Fathers and Beloved Brethren: 
"On last 0091! Friday while the whole Christian world, bowed 


clown in mournful penance and wrapped in deepest sorrow for the 
death of its Redeemer? listened once again tc Ris most touching 
pleading of mercy for His cruel persecutors, the esteemed president 
of the United States, evidently compelled ]by most urgent and cogent' 
reasons, proclaimed, that in spite of all diplomacy, a state of open 
war had arisen 'between our much beloved country and the Imperial 
government of Germany. There, was no undue haste nor deliberate 
forcing of the issue -for any selfish reason. The president made this 
most momentous utterance as head of our great republic, after con- 
gress, composed of representatives chosen by the people, had. given 
the matter thoughtful and careful consideration. 
Therefore it is 


our plain duty as loyal citizens to accept most heartily and to ap- 
prove consistently what the president and congress have seen fit 
to decree in regard to our present attitude toward Germany. Their 
commanding position enables them to take a clearer and more com-. 
preheiisive view of the complex situation than private citizens can 
possibly possess; they no doubt are in possession of compelling facts 
and see impending dangers ahead which justify their open declara- 
tion of war. Moreover, our diplomats, our representatives and mem-. 
1'crs of congress, the flower of American citizenship, necessarily 
have 'at heart the 'best interests of our common country: and their 
genuine and unselfish patriotism no one can dare call in question. 
This knowledge of their worth and patriotism makes our duty of 
obedience in this perilous moment responsive and whole-hearted. 


"Catholic theology clearly inculcates that civil authority must 


be obeyed and respected in all matters that pertain -to its appointed 
province..

The presumption that the civil power is duly exercising 
its rights is always in its favor; and hence, as long as we are not cer- 
tain that its demands are manifestly, unjust and sinful, we should 
loyally and conscientiously obey. If we fail in.this whole-hearted 
obedience we rashly.resist the ordinance of God Himself: 'There 
is no power,' says St. Paul, 'but from God; and those that are; are 
ordained of God. Therefore he that resistest the power rcsisteth 
the ordinance of God. And they that resist purchase to themselves 
damnation.' Bom. XIII, 1-2. 


"We with many of our fellow-citizens hoped most fervently, 


that our country would not become involved in this world-wide and 
most sanguinary tragedy of nations; -but Divine Providence has or- 
dained otherwise. The testing time has now come when we must 
put aside our personal and private views, and united in a solid 
phalanx generously assist in carrying out the national designs of 
our government.
